JAPAN SAID READY TO INVEST MORE IN BANGLADESH 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 14 Jul 80 p 1 


[Text] Finance Minister Mr Saifur Rahman said in Dacca on Sunday that 
the Japanese government and trading houses had indicated their willing- 
nese to increasingly participate in the development activities in Bang- 
ladesh. 


He was talking to BSS on return from Tokyo where he held detailed dis- 
cussions with the Japanese authorities and private investors on increasing 
bilateral economic cooperation. 


Mr Saifur Rahman accompanied by President Zia to the memorial service 
for the late Premier Ohira but later stayed back in Tokyo to follow up 
bilateral talks with concerned Japanese Ministers and leading industrial- 
ists. 


He said that his talks mainly covered Japanese investment in gas and 

oil exploration in Bangladesh. During discussions, he said the Japanese 
side had expressed their desire to come back to Bangladesh for partici- 
pating in the process of oil exploration. 


The Finance Minister said that Japan had indicated its readiness to "con- 
sider carefully" a Bangladesh request for Japanese assistance in building 
an aircraft hangar and developing repair facilities at the new inter- 
national airport at Kurmitola. He said he was very hopeful atout 
Japanese assistance for the project which would be ready shortly for their 
consideration. 


During his stay the Bangladesh Finance Minister held separate meetings 
with the Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs. Minister for Inter- 
netional Trade and Industry and the Agriculture Minister. Besides, he 
held discussions with leading private businessmen and industrialists in- 
cluding Mr Nagona President of Japan Chamber of Commerce and Industry, 
who is also Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Economic Cooperation. 
He had also talks with Mr Hayakawa MP and President of Japan-Bangladesh 
Friendship Society. 














Mr Saifur Rahman said that the Japanese aid and grant for setting up 
more godowns for fertiliser and food were likely to increase, He said 
that 10 million dollar aid for pumpa and tubewells committed during 

Mr Hayakawa's last visit to Bangladesh would be available shortly. 


The Finance Miniater said that Japan was likely to help Bangladesh in 
wetting up a second floating power station like the one inaugurated 
recently in Khulna and also a demonstration farming in Bangladesh. 
The Japanese had assured him to readily consider the two proposals as 
soon aa they were prepared, he added, 


Referring to President Zia's participation in the memorial service of 
late Japanese Prime Minister, the Finance Minister said that the Presi- 
dent's visit had created "tremendous impact" on the government and peo- 
ple of Japan and fostered goodwill for the people of Bangladesh. It 
was “best and brightest" decision, he said referring to the President's 
decision to attend the memorial service, 


Mr Saifur Rahman said that during his meetines, the Japanese private 
sector investors had expressed their satisfaction over the growing in- 
vestment climate in Bangladesh. He said that the Japanese delegation 
which recently visited Bangladesh had carried back home "good 
impressions." 


The Minister said that Japan was earlier unwilling to participate in the 
Manila meeting of the ADP later this month to consider Bangladesh's 

500 million dollar fertilizer project for Chittagong. He said that 
after President Zia's visit, the Japan had assured to send a delgation 
headed by a “highly responsible" person to the Manila meeting of the 
ADP. 


Mr Saifur Rahman said that Japanese assistance would also be forthcoming 
for three more projects, the Bakrabad Gas Field Faridpur-Barisal 132 kv 
line and the Chittagong Rayon Factory.

JAPANESE ASSOCIATION TO TRADE WITH PRE 
Tokyo KYODO in Bnaglish no time given 10 Sep 80 OW 


[Text] Tokyo, Sept 10 KYODO=--The Japan-Kampuchea (Cambodia) Trade 
Association disclosed Wednesday it has agreed with Cambodia's Heng 
Samrin regime to reopen bilateral trade with the country. 


As a firet etep, the privete trade organization said, it will shortly 
sign @ contract with the Heng Samrin regiae to import kapok worth about 
$200,000. If everything goes well, shipments will begin next month, it 
added. 


The organization, consisting of 21 trading and shipping firme, is the 
firet interest in the world ever to engage in trade with the Heng Samrin 
regime. The action may cause a far-reaching international repercussion 
because the Soviet- and Vietnam-backed regime is not recognized by many 
nations as Cambodia's legitimate government. Japan, China and the 
member nations of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
support the Pol Pot regime ae the legitimate Cambodian government. 


The association said the agreement was reached with the Heng Samrin 
regime when it sent a delegation to Phnom Penh for 4 week starting 
Auguet 6. Under the agreement, bilateral trade deals will be settled 
in the Weet German mark and paywente will be made through the Vietnam 
Poreign Trade Bank's branch in Ho Chi Minh City (formerly Saigon). 


Trade between Japan and Cambodia totaled yen 5-6 billion both ways 
annually under the Sihanouk and Lon Nol regimes. Trade was suspended 
when the Pol Pot regime came to power in 1975. It was resumed briefly 
when Japan exported steel to Cambodia and imported kapok in 1977 
through the Hong Kong representative office of the Pol Pot regime. 

The trade was suspended completely in 1978 again, however.

PETROLEUM MINISTER REPORTS GAS EXPORT PLANS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in Pngiieh 12 Jul 60 pp i, 8 


[Text] Mr Akbar Hossain, Minister for Petroleum and Mineral Resources, 
said on Friday that his Ministry had received a proposal from the Indian 
Energy Minietry for the sale of natural gas to India, 


He said that the matter was at 4 preliminary stage of negotiation, He 
said that the Indian proposal of purchasing natural gas for Calcutta city 
was being studied by the Petroleum Ministry and it had invited ite Indian 
counterpart for detailed discussion regarding the matter. 


Mr Akbar Hossain was addressing 4 Prese conference at the Cabinet Room of 
the Secretariat. 


The Petroleum Minister said that country's present proven natural gas 
reserve was 10 million cubic feet. Moreover, it had a probable reserve 
of another 10 to 11 trillion cubic feet. He said that from the present 
proven reserve, it would be possible to export 4 maximum of one million 
trillion cft over a period between 15 to 20 years. 


Mr Hossain said that with the 10 trillion cft proven reserve, it would 
be possible to meet the domestic gas coneumption of the country for about 
200 years at the consumption rate of 1979-80. He said that the present 
domestic gas consumption was 104 million cft daily. We said that over 
last 20 yeare 4 total of .33 trillion eft natural gas wae used in the 
country. 


Two Options 


He said that there was two options for the utilisation of natural gas. 

One was to use it for internal consumption, keeping the reserve for the 
future generations. The second was to utilise it as 4 natural resource 
to recycle it for the national development ae well as to meet the coun- 
try's various types of energy requirements. 


Mr Hossain said that keeping in view of the growing fuel import bilis 
(Tk 800 crore annually at present) and economic condition, it would be 

















advisabie te diversify the use of natural gas, Ne said “even if we de 
het want to expert gas for hard curfeney, we wili have te, at least, ewap 
the import bill fer fuel,” 


The Minister said that dependence on import of fuel could be reduced by 

70 peroent if ail the industries from Chittagong te Aficha belt could be 
-overed by gae conmmection, He said that Tk 90 erere worth diesel could 

be saved if the foad tfaneperte trun by diesel could be operated by CNC 
(Compressed Natural Gas). We said that programmes have already been taken 
to implement these two projects and it would be completed by next two 
years, When completed, these two projects would be able toe save imported 
fuel worth Te 200 te 250 crore annually, he said, 


Me Hossain said that efforte should be made to swap the remaining amount 
of the Tk 800 crore fuel import bill, Thies called for the finding out of 
prospective buyers of the country's gas resources, he said, 


‘Pavourabie' 


The Minister said that the sale of natural gas to india could be favour- 
able to Bangladesh. Because it would not only help fetch foreign exchange 
it would also help connect the Khulna and Rajshahi division with gas 
network, he said. 


Mr Hossain said that Nepal had aleo expressed ite willingness to import 
LPC from Bangladesh at the rate of 80 to 100 tone per year. He said that 
the LPC plant at Chittagong had annual production capacity of 12,000 tons 
of LPC per year a8 against the local requirement of 3,000 tons, 


Replying to 4 question he said that the IMBG had failed to fulfill ite 
commitment for the establishment of the LNG plant in Bangladesh. He said 
that the letter of intent iseved in thie regard had been cancelied. 


The Petroleum Minieter said that the government head @ plan to convert 
naturel gas to kerosene in order to meet the country's imported kerosene 
requirement of 4.5 lakh tons per year, 


Mr Hossain said that at present natural gas was being explored from 10 
eas fields. We said that 10 gore structures were ready for drilling 
moreover, he oaid, survey was being carried out in 60 more structures.

LAASE RISE IN CHEMICAL INDUSTRY OUTPUT NOTED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 13 Jul 80 p 1 


[Text] Production of enterprises under Bangladesh Chemical Industries 
Corporation registered a rise of 27% over 1978-79, In real terme the 
rise was 15.5%. This was stated by the Chairman of the Corporation. 

Mr A.K.M. Mosharraf Hossain in his key note address at the two-day annual 
conference of the corporation which concluded on Saturday, says a Press 
release, 


The BCIC chief said that in 1979-80 goods worth Tk. 3184 million were 
produced as against Tk 2499 million in 1978-79, In keeping with the 
steady upward trend in production of the preceding few years, the Corpora- 
tion has fixed the target for 1980-81 at a higher level of Tk 3691 mil- 
lion representing about 16% increase at constant prices. In 1979-80 
production of urea fertilizer increased to 3,61,206 ton as against 
295,570 ton in 1978-79. Production of TSP increased from 62,287 to 
71,118 ton newsprint from 37,222 to 41,270 ton soap from 16,817 to 
20,992 ton. Export of the Corporation products during last year rose by 
Tk 8.18 crore compared to the previous year. In 1978-80 goods worth Tk 
19,34 crores were exported as against Tk 11.16 crores in 1978-79. The 
new nontraditional items viz soap and ammonium sulphate were exported 

for the first time. 


In 1979-80 BCIC paid Tk 47.43 crores as taxes and duties to the Government 
exchequer as compared to Tk 43.26 crores the previous year. In addition 
an amount of Tk 2.50 crores was paid as part of profit to the Government. 


Earlier the chairman in his speech at the inaugural session noted that the 
Corporation has been allocated Tk 960 crores in the 2nd Five-Year Plan 

for creation of additional capacities in agrobased and agro-support 
Industries. A total amount of Tk 1822 crores will be required for in- 
vestment for implementation of the projects envisaged by the Corporation 

for this period. Among these projects are too new urea fertilizer factories, 
one paper mill based on jute sticks and jute cuttings, modernisation and 
expansion of capacities in Karnaphuli Paper mills, Khulna Newsprint Mills 
and Urea Fertilizer Factory. Ghorasal, Dacca. 


Heads of enterprises and functional divisions participating in the con- 
ference deliberated on the various problems and programmes set for the 
coming year. The conference ended with a note of confidence in imple- 
menting the higher target of production set for 1980-81 and in achiev- 
ing the goals of the Second Five-Year Plan.

JOURNAL (/ STS" GROUPS CALL FOR PRESS FREEDOM

[Text) The Bangladesh Federal Union of Journalists (BFUJ) and the Dacca 
Union of Journalists (DUJ) on Thureday called for a suitable amendment to 
the BSS Ordinance to protect the principles of Press freedom and rights 
of the workers guaranteed by the laws of the land, reports BSS. 


In a statement, Mr Ahmed Humayun and Mr Reazuddin Ahmed, President and 

Secretary General of BFUS and Mr Gies Kamal Chowdhury and Syed Abdul Qah- 
har President and General Secretary of DUJ expressed surprise at the Bill 
introduced in the Jatiyo Sangead seeking amendment to the BSS ordinance. 


They said, the amendment Bill did not incorporate any of the amendments 
suggested by the GFUJ and DUJ as was assured. 


The statement said "A Bill has recently been introduced in the Bangladesh 
Jatiyo Sangead seeking to amend the Bangladesh Sangbadsangstha Ordinance 
1979. We are surprised to see that contrary to assurance given to us, the 
amendment Bill does not incorporate any of the amendments as suggested by 
the Bangladesh Federal Union of Journalists and the Dacca Union of Journal- 
ists with a view to providing the BSS an organisational and professional 
structure befitting a national news organisation. 


"It is our considered opinion that the BSS Ordinance has reduced the 
national news organisation into a bureaucratic structure in violation of 
the principles of Press freedom, what is more some of the provisions of 
the BSS Ordinance even deny the Journalists and other employees the 
minimum rights guaranteed by the Newe paper Employees Services Condition 
Act 1974 and the Wage Board Award of 1977. 


"We therefore call upon the Government to suitably amend the BSS Ordinance 


keeping in view the principles of Press freedom and rights of the workers 
guaranteed by the laws of the land.”

JUTE ASSOCIATION WELCOMES POLICY CHANGE 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 13 Jul 80 pp 1, 16 


[Text] Bangladesh Jute Association (BJA) on Saturday expressed its happi- 
ness over the suspension of Statutory Minimum Price (SMP) of jute, reporte 
BSs, 


Addressing a Press conference at the Jatiya Presse Club in Dacca Capt. 
(Retd) Sujat Ali of BJA said that the imposition of the SMP without ade- 
quate market measures was meaningless. He urged the government to give 
further preferential treatment to jute trade and export by way of sus- 
pending export duty. Minimum Export Price (MEP) on all grades of jute 
and releasing sufficient finance to the jute traders before the season 
was on. 


Mr Ali said that the reduction of export duty to five percent on Lower 
grade jute would not help the export. 


The BJA executive urged the government to formulate coordinated purchase 
policy at the beginning of each season so that the collective efforts of 
the purchase operations of the mills the public sector corporations and 
the private traders be conducive to the greatest advantage to all the 
interested concerned with jute growers traders local mills and foreign 
spinners. [as published) 


Mr Sujat Ali said that the demand for jute, kenaf and allied natural 
fibres had been steadily increasing in the world market. But due to 
wrong jute policy here, he said we were not being able to develop our 
jute market than before. 


The BJA was of the opinion that one and « half per cent price advantage 
of Bangladesh jute could help us to command international market. But 
continuation of export duty on jute hed put Bangladesh Jute in a tough 
competition from other exporting countries and chemical fibres. 


Mr Ali said that the suspension of Minimum Export Price on lower grade 
jute was a right step though delayed. But government policy regarding 
finance to jute traders and absence of protection of price to ‘buffer

stock’ purelbase last year would hamper the smooth operation of jute trade 
in the home »orket, 


Ne said that low quality of jute produced last season, delay in suspend- 
ing MEP and stock piling in the hands of the private sector making them 
carry the load of excess production blocking their finance at the end of 
the season, 


The BJA observed that the private sector contributed positively to main- 
tain the ‘prices’ of jute throughout the country last year by recycling 
the enhanced finance made available to them by the banks and their export 
sale proceeds. 


Mr Ali said that the total recorded carryover for 1979-80 would be around 
35 to 37 lakh bales including the stocks at the disposal of emall traders. 
The stocks with the private sector alone would be 15 lakh bales. 


He said that with the possibility of further fall in jute price below SMP 
following ite suspension, the value of buffer stocks with the private sec- 
tor would push the private traders out of market operation for want of 
capital, 


Mr Ali apprehended, in that case our jute would make road to neighbouring 
country as the public sector would not be able to lift more than 50 per 
cent of arrivals. 


The BJA suggested that Bangladesh Bank should ascertain the losses suf - 


fered by the private traders during the last year and the year before 
and segregate these losses" and allow interest free moratorium.

PADDY TARGET 18 600 MILLION BASKETS FOR 1980-1981

[21 September BOTATAUNG editorial: "The Leading Party's Call to Strive 
for Production of More Paddy and Other Crops") 


[Excerpt] The Economic Coordination Committee of the Council of Ministers 
ie currently implementing the party's instructions for the 1980-81 
cultivation season. The instructions call for the cultivation of 20 
important crops, including paddy, in 115 townships according to the plan, 
and an average yield of 60 baskets [1 basket equals 44 pounds) per acre 
in Irrawaddy, Rangoon and Pegu divisions. At present, the cultivation 

of monsoon crops, including paddy is almost 100 percent completed and 
there are good prospects for exceeding the target. 


During 1979-80, (77.39) million acres were cultivated; per acre yield was 
over 42 baskets and a total of over 500 million baskets of paddy were 
produced. If this year per acre yield of 60 baskets is achieved, a total 
of 600 million baskets of paddy will be produced from 10 million acres 
of cultivated land and there will be enough for domestic consumption and 
for export. Other crops can then be substituted on 2 million acres of 
land set aside for paddy. The regional party committee members and 
members of basic party organizations are urged to work more actively 

for a higher per acre paddy yield and the successful cultivation of 
other important crops.

ENERGY MINISTER ANNOUNCES MORE SUPER POWER STATIONS 
Madras THE HINDU in English 12 Jul 80 p 1 
(Text) New Delhi, July li. 


The Energy Minister, Mr A. B. A. Ghani Khan Chaudhuri, announced in the 
Lok Sabha today that super thermal power stations would be started wher- 
ever coal was available. 


Location of super thermal stations in coal belts would automatically 
solve the problem of transportation, he said while replying to the dis- 
cussion on the budgetary demands relating to the Ministry of Energy and 
the Department of Coal. 


The demands were later passed by the House. 


Mr Chaudhuri said super thermal stations were under construction at Korba, 
Singrauli, Ramagundam and Farakka at present. The capacity of the 

Farakka project had been raised from 1,500 mw to 2,000 mw. Another, at 
Khalgaon, would be raised to similar capacity subject to coal availability. 


He said one super thermal station was also proposed in Talcher in Orissa 
and another in Madhya Pradesh. The objective was to fill the gap between 
demand and supply and the Government was keen to complete the task as 
quickly as possible, Super thermal stations alone could “come to our 
rescue,” 


He made it clear that super thermal stations were intended to meet the 
needs of a region and not any particular State only. For example, the 
Farakka project would meet the needs of Biher, West Bengal and other 
States and there was an agreement in this regard. 


He said Chief Ministers and Power Ministers who were here recently for a 


conference had been asked to optimise the use of resources at their dis- 
posal to push up power generation. 
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In regard to hydel power, the Minister aaid the Government was going 

ahead in a big way and had identified at least a potential of 75 000 mw 
capacity, At present, the capacity was 11,400 mw, Hydel power, though 
needing higher capital investment, was far cheaper than thermal power, 


Warning to State Power boards 


The Minieter warned the States that the Centre would not remain an onlooker 
While their electricity boards functioned inefficiently. 


The Centre did not intend to infringe on the authority of the State ELlec- 
tricity Boards. But it wae keen that power units were run efficiently, 
whether they were in the Central or the State sector. 


The Centre was prepared to send ite own experts or even foreign experts 
to overhaul ailing power units in any State. 


Lack of efficiency and failure to have commercially-oriented managements 
were the twin reasons for the bad working of the State boards. "We do not 
want to interfere. But the management must go," the Minister said. 


Mr Chaudhuri announced that the Government had decided that the techno- 
economic study of all thermal stations would be cleared within three 
months by his Ministry. No project would be stuck up either at the 
Ministry or the Planning Commission level. 


Admitting that the power situation was bad he said, power cuts had become 
chronic. A determined effort had to be made to improve the situation. 


Against a demand of 17,000 MW, the availability was only 15,000 MW while 
the total installed capacity was about 30,000 MW. 





The Government proposed to add another 20,000 MW of new generating capa- 
city within the next five years. Of this 5,000 MW would be hydel power. 


He said many members wondered whether the Government would be able to stick 
to this schedule. But the Government hoped to achieve it. 


The Government had warned the BHEL to stick to the schedule of delivery 
of power equipment, otherwise the Government would impose penalties on it. 


it would take time to remove regional power imbalances. The Government, 
therefore, wanted the whole country to be taken as a single unit for pur- 
poses of distribution. 


It was trying to develop 400 KV transmitting lines as early as possible. 
The idea was well-received by the Chief Ministers and Power Ministers 
at a recent conference in the capital. 


Regarding coal, the Minister said transportation was the most serious 
bottleneck. The railways alone could r~* transport it. It was necessary 
to examine other means of transport like sea, and road. 
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The Minister could not continue hia speech in view of the private mem- 
bers’ business. 


Though the Government and Congress (1) members made an effort to get the 
private members business postponed to allow the Minister to complete his 
speech, the Opposition did not budge. It held that private members’ time

Assessments of scientists was being done for promotions and once they 
are through, "a long standing grievance of the civilian scientists 
would be satisfactorily resolved and a new climate conducive to better 
research and development work would be created."

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GOVERNMENT ACCEPTS ‘TOKYO ROUND’ GATT AGREEMENTS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 10 Jul 80 p 5 


|Text| India is accepting certain international obligations in regard 
to the administration of import licensing procedures and the levy of export 
subsidies and countervailing duties, reports PTI. 


The import licensing procedures have to be administered in a ‘neutral 
way’ and not result in additional restrictive effects on international 
trade. 


The obligations on India in this respect flow from four GATT (General 
Agreements on Tariffs and Trade) agreements negotiated in the protracted 
‘Tokyo round’ which concluded in 1979, 





India's decision to become 4 signatory to these agreements was announced 
in Parliament on Wednesday by Commerce Minister Pranab Mukherjee. 


Four Agreements 


The agreements are: (1) subsidies and countervailing measures, 
(2) anti-dumping, (3) customs valuation and (4) import licensing procedures. 


Mr Mukhejee told the House that India's permanent representative to GATT 
would be signing these agreements in Geneva in the course of this week. 


The Minister said the agreements, which related to non-tariff measures, 
involve ‘some obligations for us.' In the negotiations, ‘the developing 
countries of which India was a principal negotiator could not succeed in 
obtaining full satisfaction in regard to provisions for 4 special and 
differential treatment. 


Liberalisation 


"However, even with the shortcoming, it is our assessment that implemen- 
tation of these agreements would lead to liberalisation of world trade and 
would be beneficial also to the developing countries.’ 








The additional obligations to ladia, he stated, would net be burdensome 
since the agreement were mainly in the nature of detailed rules to im 
plement GATT provisions, 


Laplaining the nature of the agteements, the Commerce Minister said) 
‘The agreement of subsidise and countervailing ®easures aime at ensuring 
that the use of subsidies does not harm the trading interests of other 
countries and that the countervailing ®easures do not unjustiflably 
impede international trade, 


‘The agreement requires that 4 signatory seeking imposition of counter~ 
vailing duty should have proof that the subsidised import is responsible 
for injury to the domestic industry, 


‘The agreement explicitly recognises the right of the developing countries 
to subsidise exporte of manufactured goods, but aleo enjoins them to 
endeavour to enter into 4 commitment to reduce of eliminate export sub- 
sidies when the use of such subsidies is inconsistent with their com- 
petitive and development needs,

Addressing the extended national council of the Youth Congrese=-I at the 
Parliament House annexe, with at least 15 of the younger MPs also attend- 
ing as special invitees, the Prime Minister said that with the passing 
away of Mr Sanjay Gandhi, the responsibility for building up the organi- 
sation and getting it to mobilise and educate the people had devolved on 
the entire leadership of the Youth Congress. 


The national council meeting, which had invited considerable speculation 
in the presse and political circles because it was the first time that the 
leadership of the youth body was meeting after Mr Sanjay Gandhi's death, 
was, however, anticlimatic in that it did not see any dramatic turn of 
events in the organisational structure or officebearere. 





Briefing the presse, after the in camera /-hour meeting including Mre 
Gandhi's 45-minute addrese--Mr Ram Chander Rath said he continued to 

be president of the TYC, and all other office bearers would also cont inue 
in their poste. "My resignation was 4 rumour, We have learnt to live 
with rumours. You can draw your own conclusions,” he told reporters 
when asked if he were relinquishing office. 


According to sources, the issue bo bring Mr Rajiv Gandhi and Nre Maneka 
Gandhi into politics was not discussed at 411 at the national council. 

"It ie not the proper time, eo soon after hie death,” 4 general secre- 

tary told reporters. 


The national council, which observed silence in memory of their leader, 
however paseed resolutions swearing to continue Sanjay's movement with 
greater verve. They aleo expanded the five-point programme that he had 
given them in 1976 with an additional five points dealing with protection 
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of Warijane and minorities and handicapped, self employment for youth,

The presse was barred from the national council meeting, ae aleo from 
Mre Gandhi's address. 


As quoted by Mr Rath, the Prime Minister laid stress on discipline in 
the nation, specially the youth, Talking of youth, she gave an example 
about flowing water, which when chanmelised and disciplined could be 
useable energy, but if it overflowed ite bank, it wrought havoc. 


Utilising the taske before the country, Mre Gandhi said it was time to 
take forward the economic revolution for the nation's prosperity.

[Text] Nagpur, July 14 (PTI): The central executive of the Rashtriya 
Swayam Sevak Sangh (RSS), has suggested the formation of a “nonpolitical 
forum to go into all aspects of the problems of the northeast region of 
the country and suggest short and long term remedies.” 


In a resolution, adopted at ite two-day deliberations which concluded 
here last night, the executive welcomed the efforts of the prime minis- 
ter to solve these problems through negotiations and by trying to arrive 
at a consensus with the political parties.

The resolution pointed out that these "ghastly incidents are nothing but 
a culmination of years of neglect by the people in general, and govern- 
ment in particular, of the problems of the region and their turning a 
blind eye to the machinations of foreign-inspired anti-national forces 
in this part of the country.” 


The resolution charged the Christian missionaries, China and Bangladesh 
of “nourishing, instigating and training the secessionist forces in 
Nagaland, Mizoram, Meghalaya, Manipur and Tripura, who today are attack- 
ing police pickets, army personnel and administrative officers and 
looting banks and bazare.” 


The executive also alleged that “the situation in Tripura could not have 
aseumed such alarming proportion but for the sluggishness and callousness 
to the point of tacit connivance on the part of the CPM government there.”

ANDHRA PRADESH REPORTED WITHOUT SELF-GOVERNMENT

[Text] Hyderabad, July 13. "There is no ‘self’ in self-government," it 
was said of a very large state where some municipalities have been in 
supersession for more than two decades. And Andhra Pradesh does not 
lend iteelf to the quip because it does not use that term. Instead, it 
talks of panchayat raj and municipal affairs. The result, however, is 
the same. 


Between March, 1978 and March, 1979, promises of early elections were 
made which were all breached. And finally, on March 26, the state 
assembly accepted an amendment to the panchayati raj act to put off 
polls till March 31, 1981. The reason given for postponing the elec- 
tions was because the issue of reservation of seats was before a court. 


The chief minister, Dr M. Chenna Reddy, wanted reservations for the back- 
ward classes of 14 percent for gram panchayat chiefs and 14 per cent 

for panchayat samiti membership. When a writ petition was filed against 
reservations, the high court refused to grant a stay. 


There are two municipal corporations and 83 municipalities in the state 
and none of them has elected representatives. Though the government has 
announced that it would set up 64 new municipalities, it has not made it 
clear how it proposed to do so without holding elections to the existing 
civic bodies. However, the date set for their creation (June 30) is 
passed without any action. 


There are 327 panchayat samitis and nearly 16,000 gram panchayats, none 
of them has elected representatives. Both these bodies are under the 
administration of special officers who are bureaucratic in letter and 
spirit. 


The local government act as conceived by the British 140 years ago has 
been nullified by every state. 


An erstwhile president of a panchayat samiti who does not want to be 
named said: “The panchayat act is biased in favour of the bureaucracy. 
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| collect taxes, I have to deposit the sume in the treasury. I cannot 
get a paise of it back for constructive activities like repairing a well 
or building a achool without a great deal of trouble," 


Apart trom the reservation tesue, the panchayat elections are also being 
postponed because of Dr Chenna Reddy's decision to create nearly 100 
new talukas to make them co-terminus with panchayat samitis. This is 

a good move in principle. Now, most taluka headquarters are ditferent 
from those of panchayat samitis and one has to make two long journeys 

to each to get a permit, say, for cement and then get the supplies. 


But what the opposition leaders object to is that instead of making changes 
purely on administrative grounds, the new talukas are being sought to be 
set up for the political convenience of the local legislators. The result, 
the critics say, is large-scale gerrymandering with the inclusion or 
exclusion of villages. 


Another objection by them to Dr Chenna Reddy's scheme of things is the 
two-stage election, first of the panchayat samiti president and then of 
the gram panchayats. Under this system, they fear that the gram panchayat 
elections will be largely influenced by the personality and political com- 
plexion of the panchayat samiti chief. 


While panchayat elections are in abeyance, the duties of the samiti 
presidents are being discharged by bureaucrats. The chief minister is 
also planning to associate legislators with their decisions, thus chang- 
ing the entire character of “local bodies." 


The reorganisation of talukas, on the basis of political considerations 
and the new plan to give the local MLAs a say in the panchayat samiti 
administration will, according to opposition leaders, ruin the very con- 
cept of panchayati raj.

The defeat of 
National Conference in 411 the three contests indicates that the ruling 
party is yet to make breakthrough outside ite traditional hold--Kashair 
Valley.

National Conference candidate for Ladakh Lok Sabha seat Kachoo Habibullah 
got defeated on account of over 10,000 votes have gone to independent 
candidate Kachoo Ali Mohd who ite a former Congrese=-! minister, The rul- 
ing party was relying on ite appeal among Muslim voters in the newly- 
created Cargil district, but it has evidently failed because of Kachoo 
Ali Mohammad's presence in the contest. This development again indicates 
ineffectiveness of communal appeal in Ladakh politics. Mr Namgyal is a 
former MLC, We had resigned from the Congress last December in protest 
againet ite alliance with National Conference during the last Lok Sabha 
poll.

Some Gorkha League leaders sention in thie connection that 30,000 Gorkha 
ex-servicemen living in this area would not hesitate to join any move- 
ment. That the Gorkhas are known ae 4 martial race is being highlighted. 


The sponsors of the separate Gorkhaland move point out that Darjeeling 
as 4 separate State can become more viable than such States as Nagaland 
Mizoram and Arunachal Pradesh. Those states have no internal resources, 
but Darjeeling does have, they assert. 


Gorkha League leaders complain that while Re 18 crores are spent by the 
Centre for three lakh people in Sikkim, only Re 4 crores are granted for 
i2 lakh people in the Darjeeling area. Even the funds sanctioned for 
Darjeeling development are surrendered unspent. 


They also point out that a Nepali textbook published by the West Bengal 
Government was so full of mistakes that an agitation had to be threatened 
to force withdrawal of thousands of copies of the book. 


According to a source, Chief Minister Jyoti Basu got some idea of resent- 
ment of the Gorkhas in Darjeeling last week when they had held the Dar- 
jeeling Development Council! meeting at Kurseon.

{Text} Enquiries in Guntur, the nerve centre of india tobacco trade indi- 
cate that thie year, 1980, will mark 4 landmark in Indian flue cured 
virginia tobacco exporte to the Soviet Union. 


According to current estimates, the quantity exported will be about 24,000 
to 25,000 tonnes, valued at about Re 45 crores. Thies compared to the last 
year ie 4 significant increase of nearly 16,500 tonnes (Re 33 crores). 

Two decades earlier in 1960-61, the corresponding figures were 4,462 
tonnes and Re 67 lakhe only. 





The purchases from other major importers of Indian FCV tobacco however 
record only a steep fall thie year. The following data ie eloquent. 
(figures in metric tons)

1979-80 16,913 2,500 
1980-8) 9,091 1,570 
1980-81 as % of previous year 48.1 62.8 


There is thus 4 fall of nearly half in UK's purchases and over a third 
in Japan's imports. 


Knowledgeable circles in Guntur say that but for increased offtake by 
the Soviet purchases, our tobacco trade would have again be punged into 
a big crisis. [as publ ished) 


In a recent article published in SANTHI-SNEHAM, (The Telugu monthiy 
journal of the peace and friendship movements of Andhra Pradesh), Shri 
Kota Punnaiah, Chairman, the Tobacco Board, observed: 
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"When there was 4 serious slump in the Tobacco industry in our country 

in 1964-65 and in 1972-73, when the peasants and the traders were subjected 
to 4 severe crisis, the Soviet Russia purchased tobacco in large quantities 
and cooperated very much to save the producers and the traders from this 
crisis” (translated from Telugu, p 15, issue of June 1980), 


incidentally, these purchases were nearly 35,300 tonnes (Re 8.4 crores) 
and 4,600 tonnes (Re 29.4 crores) in 1964-65 and 1972-73 respectively. 
In both these crucial times, the Soviet Union was the single largest 
buyer of Indian FCV tobacco. 


The average price paid by Soviet importers has steadily increased from 
Re 1.50 per Ke. to Re 17.74, ae shown in the table below:

This increase is as high as 11 times nearly, whereas the average realisa- 
tion from all countries shot up by only four times. 


if we take the global figures, out of 10.6 lakh wetric tonnes of FCV to- 
bacco exported to all countries (walue Re 937 crores) in these two 
decades, the USSR accounted for as guch as 3.02 lakh tonnes (Re. 264 
crores). 


The area under PCV tobacco cultivation increased in Andhra Pradesh from 
86,200 hectares in 1960-61 to about 150,000 hectares currently. The 
price realised in 1960-61 for raw tobacco (FCV) (kutcha grade) was about 
Re 300 per 100 ke. Last year (1979) it was Re 900--a threefold increase. 
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From the above, it is crystal clear that Soviet Union has in the course of 
theese 20 years emerged as 4 very important trade partner. 





Thus the growers too benefited from this increasing export. 


Summing up, one can say that the Soviet Union has become a valued customer 
for Indian PCV tobacco, and all those interested in the prosperity of our 
country would do well to nourish those relations further. 


The growing arms burden and accelerated inflationary trends--these will 
continue to mark the scene in UK. This is likely to reduce British off- 
take of Indian tobacco. Added to this is the possibility now open to 
them to buy directly from the newly independent Zimbabwe--without any 

fear of being accused of flouting international economic sanctions against 


Rhodesia. 


in such a context, the need for cultivating the Soviet market is even 
more in the days to come.

[Text) India has initiated negotiations with the Soviet Union for acqui- 
sition of the multi-role Mig-23 aircraft ase well as ite manufacturing 
technology, reports UNI. 






According to reliable sources, the MiG-23 is being sought as a replace~- 
ment for the obsolete Sukhoi SU-7, HF-24 Marut and Hunter aircraft which 
constitute the tactical air support squadrons of the Indian Air Force (IAF). 
The first few MiG-23 squadrons would be formed by outright purchase and 

the later by the indigenously produced aircraft. 







indian military experts have already visited the Soviet Union to evaluate 
the aircraft. The swing-wing MiG-23 is available for various roles but 
India is choosing the ground attack version called the MiG-23-B for 

limited operation around the borders, the aircraft is also known as MiG-27. 
















Sources said that acquisition of the MiG-23 technology would serve the 
country till early 1990 by when India's own tactical strike aircraft 
built to the designe of Hindustan Aeronautics Limited (HAL), is expected 
to be operative A high-thrust gas turbine engine has already been 
developed by HAL .n this regard. 











Sources said that at present, most of the AIF aircraft had either completed 
their life cycle or were nearing it, making it imperative that their re- 
placements were acquired immediately. 


Ae the HAL was already manufacturing the MiG-23 BIS air superiority 
fighter, the development of the MiG-23 project would be easy and the 
setting up of its assembly line cheap. In fact, several components of 
both the aircraft are common. 


% Squadrons 


According to the military balance published by the International 
Institute for Strategic Stud‘es, London, India has 34 combat squadrons. 





Of these, 14 MiGe2] and five GNAT aquadrona are used for air defence and 
air superiority, three Canberra aquadrons for interdiction and the remain- 
ing squadrons of Hunters, Maruts and Sukhois for tactical air support of 
ground troops. 


The induction of Jaguar is meant to replace the Canberras and to some 
extent the Hunters in ground attack role, The MiG would take over the 
tactical support role from the other aircraft, 


Sources said that once the required number of aircraft were available to 
the air force, there would be no need for further acquisition, at least 
till the end of the decade, However, a lot depended on the military per- 
spective in the region. 


For the past several years, China has been spending 10 percent of ite 
gross national product (GNP) on defence. Pakistan over five and India 
only about three per cent. 


Most of the present aircraft possessed by the IAF are based on technology 
which is 20 to 30 years old. Even the MiG-21 was acquired in early 1960 
although it has now been modified substantially to meet India's needs 
till 1990, 


About military aviation in the world, sources said that the industrially 
advanced countries were going in for high performance aircraft Like Mirage 
F-1, A=2000 of France, the Anglo-German-Italian Tornado and the US built 
F<l4, P-l5, F<16 and F<18. These aircraft, however, cost more than Re 15 
crore each. 


Some lighter versions like the British Hawk and US Tiger Two and Franco- 
German Alphajet are available at a lesser cost. 


The MiG-23 is much cheaper and performance-wise falls between the above 
two categories and is regarded suitable for India. 


Ite only limitation is its range and that is why the IAF has chosen it for 
tactical support role near the borders. 


The single seat MiG-23B can operate comfortably between heights of 300 
metres and 18,300 metres, delivering a variety of weapons like bombs, 
missiles and rockets. It is also equipped with a 13 mm belly~-mounted 
rotary type cannon. 


A key feature of the aircraft is its day and night effectiveness in all 
types of weather due to laser equipment. 


The MiG-23 is powered by a Tumansky R-28-B engine. It flies more than 
twice the speed of squad at high altitudes.

Yor over an hour, we talked with Pen Sovan about current issues: priori- 
ties, the Thai border situation, the training of the new army and other

In what follows, we offer a summary of the interviews 


PRENSA LATINA (PL)s Could you tell us what the People's Revolutionary 
Council's priorities are for the current phase? 


Pen Sovan (PS): Our top priority is to concentrate all our efforts on the 
recovery of the national economy, in all sectors, To achieve this objeo- 
tive, we are trying to mobilize the entire population, 


At present, we are concentrating our efforte chiefly on the recovery and 
development of farming, since that is the basis of our economy, 


We feel that, if farming is developed, we will immediately achieve a notable 
improvement in the standard of living of our people, 


We are working on the development of various farm sectors, not only on 

the growing of rice, but also on the raising of cattle and hogs, as well 
as recovery of thoee plantations that provide a basis for industry such as 
hevea, from which rubber is obtained, cotton, tobacco and kenaf, 


We are also paying special attention to river fishing, since fish constitute 
a traditional basic foodstuff of our people, 


During the Pol Pot-Ieng Sary regime, almost all the country's industries 
were destroyed, The production of all the factories was paralyzed and 
the workers were shipped off to the country and forced to work as ordinary 
farmers, 


Since the liberation, we have made great efforts in our attempt to get all 
of the country's industries back into operation, First of all, those fac- 
tories or workshops connected with the production of food or equipment 
needed to guarantee the daily livelihood of the people, 


Throughout the country, over 100 factories have already gone into produc- 
tion, We have been working in this direction not only in Phnom Penh, but 
in all parte of the country, since we feel that industria) production is 
an urgently needed priority. 
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When the Revolutionary People's Council wae constituted in January 1979, 
we had to face a totally unfavorable situation, 


Our economy had been totally deatroyed, 


We gust admit that in large measure it hae been thanks to the spirit of 
solidarity and cooperation we have received from Vietnam and the Democratic 
People's Republic of Laos that we have been able to progress in the process 
of national economic recovery, 


We have also received a great deal of aid and assistance for national re- 
construction from the socialist countries, above all from the Soviet Union, 


We have iegued a watohword, an appeal to the entire population: “First of 
all, we have to help ourselves, We mist seek a solution to our problems 
before requesting assistance from friendly nations," With this as our 
motto, we have been mobilizing the entire population, which hae responded 
with enthusiasna, 


Pla The Western press has been pursuing o campaign to the effect that the 
Pol Pot-leng Sary regime ie maintaining resistance bases in the interior 
of the country, In reality, what is the current military situation, in 
particular in the Thai border area? 


PS: FPiret, I ought to tell you that our people and our armed forces harbor 
no feeling of hatred, nor are they planning aggression against Thailand, 


The Western press accuses us of creating a tense situation on the Thai 
border, But actually — and thie is public knowledge and obvious — it is 
the American imperialists and Peking expansioniste who continue to supply 
Pol Pot's remaining troops with food and arms so that they can continue to 
engage in aggression against our people, Thies is the real reason why there 
are problems on the border, 


It is obvious that our people and government do not stand to gain from a 
tense situation on the Thai border, The people of Kampuchea is perhaps

[Summary] Our army and guerrillas throughout the country continue to 
inflict increasing losses on the Vietnamese enemy in order to fulfill 
the plan for 50,000 enemy casualties in thie rainy season: 


In Baray District, Central Region, our guerrillas put 36 of enemy troops 
out of action between 16 and 20 August. 


On the Choan Sangke battlefront, southwestern region, we killed or wounded 
42 enemy troops and seized 2 M-79's and 12 cans of humanitarian food from 
5-10 August. 


In the western region's Thpong District, we inflicted 34 enemy casualties 
and seized an M-79 between 5-8 August. 


In western Leach District, we attacked the enemy at various points from 
1-5 September, putting 161 of them out of action. 


Our guerrillas on the Koh Kong Leu battlefield inflicted 59 casualties 
on the enemy and seized 10 M-69 mines between 3-5 September. 


In Battambang Province, the enemy suffered 119 casualties from our attacks, 
ambushes and raids in Moung District and on the Pailin front route 10 
between 29 August and 6 September, where we seized 490 rounds of AK 
ammunition and 36 mines.

The Koh Kong battlefield: 


On the Koh Kong Kraom front we put out of action 113 enemy troops in 
attacks at O Sneng Praeus and Antung Ang Toch, between Trapeang Rung 

and Andong Toek, and at O Sneng Praeus and Svay Rieng on 3 and 4 September; 
in 12 ambushes between Trapeang Rung and Andong Toek and from Chiphat to 
Veal Hom and Choam Sla on 10 September; and in attacks at Koh Kong Knong 
and Chiphat--where a company commander was killed--on 11 September. 


On the Koh Kong Leu front, we killed or wounded 79 enemy troops and 
burned down a barracks in several attacks on enemy positions east of the 
Metoek River and on Phnum Kum Russei on 7 and 8 September; and in 

6 attacks east and west of the river and in actions at O Run, O Dach 

and east of the river on 11 September. 


The Battambang battlefield: 


In Samlot District, we killed or wounded 60 enemy troops near the Samlot 
District seat, at Sre Andong, in Phum Samlot and at Dang Tung on 

4 and 5 September; and at O Reang Khen, Phum Thmei and the hill east 

of O Choar on 6 and 7 September. 


On the Kamrieng-southern Bavel front, we killed or wounded 92 enemy 
troops and burned down 4 military barracks and a military building in 
actions at Hill 187, Phnum Preah Put, south and north of Hill 187, 
Trang, Phnum Ta Sok, west of O Sralau, O Sralau and again at Trang 
from 2 to 10 September. 


"In sum, on all these battlefields, and taking into account the trouncing 
of a Vietnamese logistics company east of the Metoek River on the road 
to Phum Kirivong on the Koh Kong Leu battlefield, and the smashing of the 
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Vietnamese positions on the Sisophon battlefield south of Route 5, we 
killed or wounded 423 enemy troops including 2 company commanders,

As for the Vietnamese forces in Pursat town, they were too frightened to 
come to the aid of those in Leach district. This caused great panic 
and confusion among the Vietnamese troops at Leach. On 2 September, for 
example, the Vietnamese troops mutinied, killing a company commander and 
wounding two others in protest against the shortage of rice gruel. On 
4 September, another mutiny was reported within this camp following the 
Vietnamese soldiers’ refusal to obey their commanders’ order to fight. 

A number of them were killed or wounded in the ensuing scuffle. 


As of 5 September, we had killed or wounded 78 enemy troops and destroyed 
? defense positions. We continue to lay siege to the Vietnamese regiment 
in Leach, eroding it bit by bit every day.

The Vietnamese enemy made 
these preparations in an attempt to launch an offensive to wipe out our 
guerrillas in the area west of Anlung Reap near the Stoeng Metoek River. 


Knowing this, on 30 August 1980 we prepared to attack this Vietnamese 
position. A group of our special guerrillas was assigned to attack 

the command post of this position, and many other groups were assigned 

to launch joint attacks against various other fronts around this position. 


At about 1600, our special guerrillas laid waiting inside the Vietnamese 
position while the Vietnamese commanders from Kompong Chhnang and a dozen 
others were walking toward them to inspect various areas in the position. 
When they were 10 meters away, our special guerrillas detonated 12 mines, 
which exploded in the crowd of these Vietnamese commanders, killing or 
wounding a dozen of them, including killing a two-star colonel and four 
battalion and company commanders--members of the 9th division command-- 
two one-star colonels and a four-star and a three-star lieutenants. 


Our guerrillas assaulted the Vietnamese troops on other fronts, killing 
or wounding many of them. The Vietnamese troops were in great panic. 
They returned fire for a few minutes and remained quiet in their trenches. 


On 31 August 1980, the survivors withdrew eastward, dragging along with 
them both big and small guns. Our guerrillas pursued them all the way 
from Anlung Reap to the Leach District seat, killing or wounding more 
than 30 others along the way. Thus, we totally smashed the Vietnamese 
position west of Anlung Reap.

PHNOM PENH GUERRILLA ACTIVITIES--The current situation in Phnom Penh is 
growing more chaotic. Several times every day the Vietnamese enemy 

{es put on alert; gunfire is heard somewhere, as much as 73 times in 1 day. 
This is the manifestation of the guerrillas’ activities against the 
Vietnamese. Our guerrillas have intensified their activities, In 

August, they killed or wounded 79 enemy troops in and around Phnom Penh. 
Although the Vietnamese have built up their defense of Phnom Penh and 
Pochentong, they are capable of protecting only important strategic 

points while a large area, particularly around the city, is left unpro- 
tected. For this reason, the Vietnamese dare not venture onto the streets 
of Phnom Penh. Whenever they come, they are well protected. Very often, 
small Vietnamese units on patrol or walking around Phnom Penh are 

punished by our guerrillas. Confusion has also taken place within the 
Vietnamese administration in various ministries and offices, where people 
are accused of conniving with and working for Democratic Kampuchea and 
where gunshote and grenade throwings also occur frequently. This is 
evidence that even in Phnom Fenh and in the ministries and offices, 

our guerrillas are constautly present, intimidating the Vietnamese.

{Text} Dr Lim Chong You, national chairman of the People's Political 
Party, yesterday urged the Chinese people to have a kind of reformation 
spirit to fight as Malayeiane for Malaysian interests toward the attain- 
ment of a fair and just society.

The ceremony began with an opening speech by Yeo Kee Tong, chairman of 
the party's subbranch, followed with an appreciation by Chairman Lim Pui 
Leong of the party's branch.

society for our entire people. 


De Lim said: In the 1978 general election, the people's opinions were 
unsettled, In some election districts, such as Tanjong District, all 
votes were cast for the Action Party in Kampong Kolam, But what have the 
members of this opposition party done in Parliament during all these 
years?

ALL NATIONALITIES URGED TO POLLOW ‘GOLDEN MEAN' 
Selangor SIN CHEW JIT POH MALAYSIA in Chinese 28 Jul 80 p 3 


{Text} Teo Kah Sin [6392 52761 2450), a Kuala Lumpur city planner and 
architect, pointed out that if it is only the Chinese people who follow 
the road of moderation, they will not only fail to achieve their idealis- 
tic results but will sometimes even encourage fanatics and extremists to 
be insatiably haughty, and this will eventually disrupt public order in 
our country and society. 


Therefore he believes that besides the Chinese, political leaders of 
bumiputras and other nationalities must likewise adopt the golden mean, 
and that only in this manner can Malaysia become a truly peaceful, pros- 
perous and just nation. 


Teo Kah Sin made the remarks in a report he delivered before a political 
discussion group on "Challenges of the 1980's" organized by the combined 
committees of the Malayan Chinese Federation. 


He stressed, however, that the Chinese people must back up Chinese polit- 
ical leaders who follow the middle road, because only a wise and capable 
leader who enjoys the support and understanding of the majority of the 
bumiputras can really safeguard the present and long-term legitimate 
interests of the Chinese people. 


"The Chinese must also support non-Chinese political leaders who take the 
middle road, for only this course can give us a guarantee that the poli- 
cies carried out by our government are fair to the entire people,” he 
said. 


In his opinion, under the prevailing political environment, the political 
line of the golden mean is the only line to be followed by all nationali- 
ties. 


"Of course, an effective ‘golden mean' does not mean a weak or totally 
compromising political line. It is a realistic political line, willing 
to suffer all disgrace and insults in order to accomplish a task. It 
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calla for a cool head to analyze the causes and effects of events, It 
favore etruggling by brains, not by brawn, sprinkled with subtle internal 
atrength and alwaye ~.companied by perseverance until victory ie at hand, 
Ite tactics must be flexible, willing to back down on trivial matrera but 
never to yield on matters of principle, such as the livelihood of the 
Chinese people or the future of our descendantea," 


He reproached Haji Suhaimi, leader of the Malayan Youth League, who, in 
order to save his personal political life and future, went so far as to 
make seditious speeches and hysterically advocate a "Bumiputras Firet" 

policy, in complete disregard of the amicable interracial relationship. 


"Recently, an assemblyman in Trenggano State formally proposed in a 
session that al) signboards on Chinese shops must be written in the 
Malayan script. lLen't it obvious why these Malayan United leaders dare 
to dismiss the constitution and national principles as nothing at all? 

Of course, we all know that this is simply because they enjoy the backing 
of the strong, disciplined and politically mature Malayan United Party, 
although they have abused their political strength against long-term 
natonal interests." 


He said that the facts laid bare before the Chinese eyes all over the 
country show that the bumiputras do have a strong political force which 
plans and arranges things for them, so that they can steadily improve 
their economic, cultural and other endeavors. All this is as clear as 
day. These achievements have gladdened the hearts of bumiputras who 
even hope that they will achieve greater results within a short period 
of time. In fact, the Chinese can feel equally happy as the bumiputras 
for the latter's achievements. However, many natives hope to achieve 
even more within a period at the expense of the Chinese, who feel that 
their constitutional rights are being encroached by harangues of racist 
fanatics as time passes on. 


He went on to say that the Chinese should and must make the bumiputras 
understand that a difficult situation for the Chinese means a difficult 
situation for the country also, because it is obvious that in a multi- 
racial society, an event happening in one racial society is bound to 
affect the security and progress of another nationality. Although several 
bumiputra leaders still believe that they can form a government comprising 
100-percent bumiputra cabinet ministers and a lower house with majority 
Malay representation, peace-loving and far-sighted bumiputra leaders surely 
can understand a very elementary law, which is that in the course of 

human history, a government solely comprising members of one particular 
race cannot govern a multinational society for a long period of time. 


“But we must never forget one dreadful fact: If the Chinese keep on quar- 
reling among themselves, while the bumiputras surge forward in politics 

on the strength of their mature attitude and skills, then what will be 

the political future of the Chinese people? History will probably record 
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that the current bickering among the Chinese, mixed with their blurred 
views of the problema at hand and their personal grudges, isa a manifesta- 
tion of childishness and irresponsibility, a self-reflection of a lack of 
confidence and ability to face a crisis, How are we going to explain this 
to our children and grandchildren? 


Teo Kah Sin believes that since the 13 May incident, our entire social 
structure has undergone a clear change: 


in politics, our country is gradually moving toward extremism, The emer- 
gence of extreme racist elements and the haughtiness of religious fanatics 
have naturally frightened the Chinese people who, in order to safeguard 
their constitutional rights, are faced with the following common problem: 
which political line should they follow so that they can enjoy a fair and 
prosperous society and march forward together with their brotherly nation- 
alities under the Malaysian sun? 


In the field of economics, the bumiputras' ecooomic face has greatly 
changed, thanks to the implementaton of our New Economic Yolicy, which 
at the same time has deeply influenced the interests of the other nationali- 
ties. We are all aware that the New Economic Policy has a dual prupose. 
One goal is to reorganize the social structure by wiping out abnormal 
phenomena in economic activities which are based on race. The other goal, 
which is more important, is to eradicate poverty, irrespective of race, 
and to enhance the living standards of the people. Of course, in the 
long-term national interests, the implementation of this policy is worthy 
of our full support. Unfortunately, however, a group of racist elements 
with ulterior motives have put forward demands to the government which 
deviate from these principles and goals, in order to achieve their own 
political ambitions and the interests of one single race. Moreover, a 
number of shortsighted government officials have deliberately ignored 

the spirit of the New Economic Policy and have clearly played favoritism 
in their own behalf in implementing the policy. Unavoidably, this has 
caused the Chinese and other non-bumiputra nationalities to feel deeply 
that their basic constitutional rights are being eclipsed. If these 
executive deviations are not rectified promptly, the deprivation of rights 
will be more keenly felt during the 1980's. So how can we blame them for 
their lack of a sense of belonging? Such a phenomenon is very disadvan- 
tageous to national solidarity. 


He said that in the 1980's, in addition to the problem of industrial 
rights, the Chinese are faced with the following issues: the property 
rights of land and agriculture, as well as the hiring of employees; the 
distribution of low-cost houses; ‘ational income; education in the mother 
tongue; the allocation of seats in colleges and universities; the inclusion 
of Chinese culture into the mainstream of national culture; the Chinese 
position in civil and military affairs; the distribution of land for the 
Chinese in the new village structure; and the zoning of electoral con- 
stituencies. 
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"We all know that in the appendix of the 1957 Constitution, it was stipu- 
lated that the maximum number of voters 1. a constituent district must 
not exceed 15 percent of the average number of inhabitants in all the 
constituent districts, But during the year of 1962, the number of voters 
in urban districts was allowed to exceed 50 percent of the voters in 
rural constituent districts, the reason being that communications in the 
countryside were inconvenient, Ard during the 1969 general election, ** 
number of voters in certain constituent districts in Kuala Lumpur alone 
reached 60,000 to 80,000 persons, whereas in certain rural districts the 
number of voters wae only 15,000 persons. Until the formation of central 
government-controlled areas in 1973, and following the 1974 general 
elections, there were only 5 people's representatives for Kuala Lumpur. 
In fact, calculated on the basis of the total number of voters, there 
should have been 10 people's representatives, Historically speaking, 
most of the Chinese people in this country live in urban areas. At 

this trend of constituent zoning deviation, fewer and fewer Chinese will 
sit in the Parliament as our representatives. As a corollary, the 

number of Chinese representatives in the cabinet will also be reduced. 
But we must never forget that all policies are first drawn up in the 
cabinet, then debated in the Parliament and eventually passed. If only 

a scattered few Chinese representatives sit in the cabinet and Parlia- 
ment, how can they effectively represent the Chinese voice and force- 
fully oppose policies that run counter to the interests of the Chinese 
people?"

The full text of the statement follows: 


“The leader of Malay Youth League, Suhaimi, recently delivered a speech 
before ite national conference openly proposing the following: 1) urging 
the government to implement Section 8, Article 21 of the 1961 Education 
Law; and 2) pushing the proposal to control the development of the fon- 
bumiputra economic bloc. Our party, greatly infuriated, has found the 
speech deplorable. 





"If Suhaimi's speech had been an electioneering gimmick and had not 
affected the solidarity of the people, we would not have commented on 

it. But Suhaimi's speech was replete with racial emotions and already 
has caused serious suspicions and uneasiness among vatious nationalities 
and destroyed the long-term efforts of all concerned to establish a fair 
and reasonable society; all our ideale and direction have been blurred. 
We are all the more astonished because this extremely racist speech was 
made by the leader of a powerful and representative youth organization 
which forms 4 component part of our national politics. This is a problem 
which must be earnestly tackled. 


"With regard to Article 2] (b) of the 1961 Education Law, it already has 
affected the people's confidence in the existence of the mother-tongue 
educational system of the various nationalities. Suhaimi's speech has 
fostered the growth of insecure and dissatisfied feelings. Moreover, 
the proposal brought up by the bumiputra economic seminar and Suhaimi's 
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apeech favering the control agaifet nenbumiputfas’ econemic activities 
have shaken the fundamental confidefcee of all Hationalities in our ceun= 
try, Particularly the senbumiputras, in the nation's economic development, 
All thie hee deviated from the foad of Rational interests and solidarity, 
and if it ie Het Contfelied ana freetified, the consequences will be un- 
thimseabie, 


“Consequently, our patty appeals to ai) responsible persons whe are 
shouldering the heavy burden of national leadership te dissuade certain 
afeedy and vainglofious persons from Making Facist speeches that endanger 
National solidarity, Our party also appeals to the highest authorities 
to take appropriate *easures and prevent the recurrence of similar inci- 
dents,” 


At the same time, the Pedersi.on of Chinese Associations in the third 
province of Sarawak aleo issued 4 statement especially commenting on 
Suhaimi's speech, 





The statement reade as follows: 


“Suhaimi's proposal to the government to carry owt Article 2) (Section 6) 
of the 196) Education Law means that Chinese and Tamil primary schools 
are to be transformed into Malay-language primary schools. Suhaimi also 
rejected the cabinet's educational report, in which it was proposed that 
the use of Chinese and Tamil languages as a teaching medium in Chinese 
and Tamil primary schools, respectively, aay be continued in their edu- 
cational system, 





“Suhaimi's speech has violated the principle of the spirit of mutual 
tolerance, understanding and respect among various nationalities in 

our ®tultinational society. It hase intensified the feelings of mutual 
suspicion and insecurity among the nationalities and has undermined the 
goodwill and solidarity of the entire people. This kind of conduct must 
be curbed and condemned,” 


The statement continued: 


"“Suhaini's so-called ‘one language’ educational system violates Article 
i532 of the constitution, which gives 411 nationalities the right to 
study freely and develop their respective mother tongues. It is stipu- 
lated in the Constitution that the legitimate rights of all nationali- 
ties cannot be usurped. 


“Article 21 (Section 8) of the 1961 Education Law authorizes the sinis- 
ter of education, when he sees fit, to change 4 nationality-type primary 
school into 4 government primary echool. The promulgation of this lav 
Violates the constitution, which provides 411 nationalities the right to 
study freely and develop their respective mother-tongue education.

Export projections, they said, are based on an exercise carried out recently 
by the Government which indicate possible foreign exchange earnings of more 
than 45 exportable commodities during this fiscal year. 


Rice export, they added, constitute single largest foreign exchange earn- 
ing item of the total export projection of 2,600 million dollars in 
1980-81, 


The sources said hopes have again been pinned in the cotton crop this 
season which if given output of last season's level will contribute in 
increased export earnings as well as better performance of the textile 
sector, 


Hence, they said export of raw cotton has been projected at 393.5 million 
dollars while cotton yarn is likely to realise 199.5 million dollars and 
cloth 235 million dollars during the current fiscal year. 


Other textile items like hosiery is expected to earn 22 million dollars, 
towels 23 million dollars, cotton thread eight million dollars, cotton 
bags 14 million dollars, and textile made-ups 13 million dollars. 


Furnace oil and other petroleum products which they said had emerged as 
one of the main foreign exchange earning items during the last fiscal 
year is expected to maintain its tempo and would realise 225 million 
dollars in current fiscal.

(Text) Population density in Sind has been projected to swell up to 958 
persons per square mile at the end of thie century against existing

A atudy conducted by the Regional Planning Organisation of Sind to project 
population growth in the province has estimated the present population of 
Sind at 4 little over 20 million Which it pointe out will rise to 51,55 
million by 2,000 A.D. 


The study reveals that Karachi district will be accomodating 10,381 persons 
per square mille at the end of this century against an estimated density 


of 3,912 persons per square wile presently. 


The study points out that Sind's population density in 1951 was 113 persons 
per square mile, which increased to 154 persons per square mile in 1961 and 
260 persons per equare mile in 1972, while it would be 472 persons per 
equare @ile in 1965, 594 persons per square mile in 1990 and 750 persons 
per equare a@ile in 1995. 


During all this period, population density in Karachi was 833 persons per 
equare wile in 1951, 1,501 persons per square wile in 1961 and 2,648 
persons per square mile in 1972 which is being projected to increase to 
4,993 persons per equare mile in 19865, 6,373 persons per equare @ile in 
1990 and 8,134 persons per square mile in 1995.

Revenues from sales of other products are as follows: copra, $23 million; 
desiccated coconut, $57 million; and copra cake/meal pellets, $33 million. 


The decline in coconut sales is due to recession in importing countries 
which is forcing coconut users to cut down on imports or switch to lower 
priced substitutes, 


This import substitution, analysts say, is in turn driving prices of coco- 
nut products down to just slightly above price levels of soya bean and 
other seed oils. 


Despite attempts by foreign buyers to pull prices of coconut oil further 
down, coconut oil still manages to maintain a premium over soya bean oil. 


As a result of a depressed demand, UCAP experts say that coconut production

PRIME MINISTER COMMENTS ON KAMPUCHEA, THAI ECONOMY 
BK101523 Bangkok Domestic Service in Thai 1300 GNT 10 Sep 80 


[Text] Prime Minister Gen Prem Tinsulanon said in hie speech at a dinner 
reception hosted in his honor by the Foreign Journalists Association of 
Thailand at the Oriental Hotel thie evening that Thailand is now solving 
problem bravely and energetically and can see the golden horizon. 
Thailand has been able to defend ite independence and sovereignty for 
many centuries while many countries in thie region have lost their 
independence to unscrupulous hegemoniste. Under the patronage of his 
majeety the king, Thailand will continue to defend its independence and 
sovereignty. 


The prime minister exchanged views with the association's members on both 
domestic and international problems during the past 6 months. The prime 
minister pointed out that Thailand is facing many problems, such as the 
high cost of living and oil price hikes which have caused hardships to 
low-income earners and increasing unemployment. In addition to these 
problems, Thailand has had to accept waves of refugees who have fled the 
war near the country's border. In June, Thailand had to intercept Viet- 
namese troops who invaded its border villages. 


Meanwhile, other ASEAN partnere have clearly stated that any danger or 
aggression against Thailand will be considered a danger and aggression 
against ASEAN as a whole. For this reason, the Thai Government regards 
ASEAN as the base of its foreign policy. ASEAN is a grouping of coun- 
tries opposed to hegemonist ambitions in Southeast Asia. It is now 
generally accepted as an effective tool to defend peace and stability 
in this region. 


Commenting on Thailand's foreign policy, the prime minister said that 
the Thai Government is implementing a policy of maintaining equal rela- 
tions with all countries free from any military alliance, and will not 
conclude any friendship agreement of a military nature with any country. 
However, Thailand will work ceaselessly with all peace-loving countries 
regardless of their economic and political systems to develop good 
understanding and mutual cevperation for common interests and for the 
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promotion of peace, stability and respect for each other's rights, 
sovereignty and independence, 


lhe prime minister said that his government considers the Kampuchean 
situation important because it hae caused the problems of the refugees, 
illegal immigrants and internal and external stability. This is a prob- 
lem for the world. Vietnam has violated international law, norms and the 
UN Charter in intervening in Kampuchea. The Vietnamese aggression 
against Kampuchea has not brought about a good government for Kampuchea; 
it te a government under Hanoi's influence and control and similar to 
another one established near Kampuchea. Vietnam's expansionist campaign, 
if successful, would likely be projected at the 16 northeastern provinces 
of Thailand which have been targeted by the liberation movement for 
merger with the daydream Indochinese federation. The Thai Government's 
recognition of Democratic Kampuchea and ite refusal to recognize the 
Heng Samrin regime ie a correct policy, since the United Nations has 
adopted a resolution by an overwhelming majority vote demanding that 
Vietnam withdraw ite troops from Kampuchea and the leaders of the Common- 
wealth countries recently issued a statement sharing the same attitude. 


As far as Thailand is concerned, the solution to the Kampuchean problem 
should be acquired through an international conference of all interested 
parties, like those held in Geneva which solved the Korean, Indochinese 
and Lao problems, so that all parties can save face. The conference 
might call for a ceasefire and general elections under international 
supervision so that the Kampuchean people can elect their own government; 
not a government under foreign influence. Even the Heng Samrin regime 
would have an opportunity to win the elections. 


Pointing out the bad consequences of the flow of the illegal immigrants 
into Thailand, the prime minister said that this is a weapon the Indo- 
chinese communist regimes use against their opponents. This has 
affected Thailand's economy and administration. The Thai people who 
live near the fighting zone have been forced to evacuate, or been 
killed or wounded. 


The Indochinese communist regimes have jointly presented the four-point 
proposal to divert world attention from the Vietnamese interference in 
Kampuchea. After the proposal was turned down, they jointly submitted 
a motion to the UN General Assembly calling for peace, stability and 
cooperation in Southeast Asia. But, the fact is, they are the ones who 
have caused the problem. The Thai Government attributes the absence of 
peace, stability and cooperation in this region to the Vietnamese armed 
intervention in Kampuchea. 


The prime minister then stressed that Thailand is capable of retaliating 
against any verbal attacks or armed intrusions and will resolutely 
defend the country. 
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Regarding internal atability, Prime Minister Prem said the government is 
ayetematically solving the problem and studying the causes of economic 
and social problems. Those who had joined the government's opponente 
have returned to support the ppepeqmans and help develop the country. 
However, the government will 1 drastically with those who have caused 
problem. 


The government believes that the oi] price hikes are the cause of eco~ 
nomic recession in developing nations and the fluctuation of commodity 
prices and international monetary crisis. Particularly, Thailand hae 
been facing continuous drought over the past 3} yeare. The Thai Govern- 
ment has spent 3.5 billion baht to generate jobs for people in the rural 
areas a6 4 measure to solve immediate problems and will continue to do aso. 
It intends to achieve 7 to 8 percent economic growth per annum, develop 
irrigation and water resources to boost agricultural production, and 
develop waterway transportation and the tourist industry. 


Meanwhile, efforte will be made to promote foreign investment. The 
government will impose a steady and fair taxation system, avoiding 
double taxation. Decisions on economic iesues such as service charges 
for public facilities--electricity, tap water and fuel--will be made in 
accordance with the price index. The credibility of the government's 
policy among foreigners can be proved by the fact that many foreign 
financial inetitutes have granted loans for many projects, such as the 
natural gas pipeline laying project, which will help Thailand depend 
less on energy imports.

[Text] Foreign ministries, around the world, lack adequate budget allot- 
ment, and thie is especially true of the developing countries. The 
developing countries, like Thailand, have to put greater stress on 
economics, education and defence--not to mention internal security. And 
developing countries do not have much money to budget any way and the 
allocation for the foreign minietries falle by the wayside. But if the 
Thal Foreign Ministry complaine that it does not have sufficient money

any propaganda campaign for herself or against anybody else. When this 
fact becomes clear, the next proposition ia that we do not want any anti-

tant for the government to remember especially when it comes to a question 
of budget. If there is anti-Thai propaganda, the government, and not just 
the Foreign Ministry, should have enough money, not for counter-propaganda, 
but just to present the facts to the world. 


There have been serious defects in this department as the recent publica- 
tion of the white paper has shown. Obviously the Foreign Ministry was 
short of money and could not check and re-check the facts in the white 
paper. We understand that--but the fault ie not in the Foreign Ministry 
alone but it lies with the entire government since such an important 
document, which reveals in detail the Vietnamese incursion into Thai- 
land, is the responsibility of every member of the cabinet, the prime 
minister included. 


We do not advocate drumming up the Thai image abroad by expensive methods 
but we do demand that the fair image of Thailand be not destroyed by com 
munist propaganda. Let us face it-—-the damage to the Thai image is now 

being caused by Hanoi and the government in Phnom Penh. And let us also 
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face the fact that these two have advisers from the disinformation 
department of the KGB in the Soviet Union, And nobody can say they are 
information since these experte can counter even the best propagandists 
of the United States or Weatern Europe. 


Let us leave anti-Vietnamese propaganda to those who are more capable 
and richer than ue--like for inetance the United States, Western Europe 
and China.

COMMENTS ON PRC LEADERSHIP CHANGE

[Editorial: "A Turning Point Which Must Be Closely Watched") 


[Text] The announcement before the PRC National People's Congress on 

7? September that Chairman of the Chinese Communist Party Hua Guofeng was 
resigning from premiership of the PRC and that seven vice premiers were 
also resigning is not a spontaneous event. It is a change which has 
been planned in advance, as evidenced by reporte months earlier on the 
impending resignation by foreign news agencies citing undisclosed 
Chinese diplomatic and high-level official sources. 





Looking at the Chinese premier's resignation from the views of Chinese 
leaders, the reasons for the resignation are probably as stated by Hua 
Guofeng himself before the congress, which are to separate party and 
government duties and to allow more young persons with abilities to 
administer the country as cabinet members. The current change in the 
head of the Chinese Government is thus an official acceptance of Deng 
Xiaoping's line and policy to modernize China according to the four 
modernizations program announced 2 yeare ago. 


For this reason, the change of Chinese premier and vice premiers, which 
will be officially announced at the end of the NPC session on 9 September, 
will be tantamount to creating stability for the Chinese Government under 
the leadership of the new premier who will stress modernization through 
national agricultural, industrial, technological and defense development 
by the end of this century. 


The reshuffling of the head of the Chinese Government is thus related 
mainly to resolving domestic problems caused by the Cultural Revolution 
and the tenure of the "gang of four." In addition, there is no indica- 
tion that the reshuffling will affect China's foreign policy in any way. 
“his is evidenced by Deng Xiaoping's reassurance to Japanese Foreign 

_ uister Masayoshi Ito last week. 
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In any event, what ie stated above ie just a view looking from the« 
side of the Chinese Government. But for the Thai Government, the 
Chinese Government reshuffle must be watched closely and analyzed as 
to the extent it may affect the international scene. Actually, the 
three superpowera--China, the United States and the Soviet Union--are 
approaching leadership changes. The U.S. presidential election is 
approaching, while Soviet leaders Brezhnev and Kosygin are nearing the 
end of their careers. 


A change in government leaders could mean policy changes and a change 
in the policy of a superpower will affect small countries regardless of 
which camp they are associated with if they are not independent enough 
to set their own policy.
